The conditions of serv ice in the Ru s­ 
sian army are u nbearable, according: 
to the correspondent of a London pe 
riodical th at treats ex clu siv ely of Ru s­ 
sian affairs. 
This correspondent de­ 
clares that the spy sy stem and u tter 
lack of consideration for enlisted men 
by the officers, and their bru tality in 
dealing: with civ ilians hav e crippled 
Ru ssia’s fighting force and redu ced to 
a low ebb the spirit of the army . The 
article say s: 
“All military writers agree th at at 
least half the strength of any army 
depends u pon the spirit prev ailing in 
its rank s. If they are to fight well and 
su ccessfu lly the men mu st be u nited 
by comradeship, hav e faith in their 
officers and feel that they are risk ing 
their liv es for something worth fight­ 
ing for. 
“Look ing at the Ru ssian army from 
this point of v iew, we cannot bu t be 
startled by the facts of ev ery day life 
among the czar’s soldiers. 
Comrade­ 
ship is practically made impossible by 
espionage. 


Officers Suffer as W ell. 
“It Ynu st not be imagined that spies 
confine their attention to priv ates. 
The officers are u ot immu ne from the 
same treatment. 
Until recently |>oliti- 
cal charges made by the secret police 
against officers of the army had to 
be inq u ired into and v erified by the 
ministry of war. Bu t the gendarmerie 
natu rally dislik ed this procedu re, as it 
often ex posed the worthlessness of es­ 
pionage. 
The chief of the secret po 
lice therefore applied to General Su k - 
horalinoff, the minister of war. ask ing 
that any information abou t any army 
officer coming from his agents shou ld 
be accepted by the military au thori­ 
ties withou t q u estion. 
M. Su k homli- 
noff fu lly agreed to this su ggestion, 
gav e orders accordingly , and added 
that the police reports shou ld be k ept 
secret from the officers concerned 
Thu s ev ery officer is now at the mercy 
of ev ery tu rncoat and spy withou t be­ 
ing giv en a chance to refu te the alle­ 
gations against him. 
“Du eling is encou raged and some­ 
times forced. An arrogant attitu de to­ 
ward peacefu l citizens, especially if 
they are independent in their political 
opinions, is interpreted as a lau dable 
manifestation of ‘military honor* and 
loy alty , while heartless, cru el treat­ 
ment of the rank and file is regarded 
as ‘good discipline.’ 


M u rd e r In Code of Ethics. 
“A writer named Ku lchitsk y has pu b­ 
lished a v olu me entitled ‘Adv ice to 
You ng Officers.’ 
In this book , which 
deals, among other things, with possi­ 
ble q u arrels betweeu officers and ci­ 
v ilians, the au thor snj's: ‘Kill on the 
spot and with a single blow. A liv ing 
man may harm y ou , while a dead one 
is harmless <i. e., as a witness) in case 
of a trial.’ This book is recommended 
by commanders to their y ou ng officers 
on leav ing a certain militafry school. 
“This encou ragement of lawlessness* 
certainly does not strengthen the nec­ 
essary discipline in the Ru ssian army . 
While ex acting from the priv ate abso 
lu te obedience to a su perior’s order, 
howev er idiotic or lawless, and abso­ 
lu te conformity to formal ru les which 
hav e nothing to do with the military 
efficiency of the soldier, the bu lly ing 
officer no longer ack nowledges any 
binding discipline so far as he him 
self is concerned. 
Cases of gross and 
u nprov ok ed assau lt committed by offi­ 
cers on priv ates may be cited ad in­ 
finitu m. From them it may be gather­ 
ed how cheaply hu man life and the 
personality of a soldier are accou nted 
in the Ru ssian army . 
“We cannot wonder, therefore, that 
despair and hatred of their profession 
and their su periors are rife among the 
Ru ssian soldiery . 
There Is no other 
army in the whole world where insan 
ity , su icide and assau lts on command 
ers by priv ates are so freq u ent A com­ 
mittee of doctors at Kiev fou nd that 
in the local military hospital alone 
there were simu ltaneou sly 200 insane 
priv ates who had to be discharged 
from military serv ice. And there is no 
particu lar reason why insanity shou ld 
be more rife at this place than in other 
districts. 
According to the report of 
the war ministry in 1011 the nu mber 
of priv ates who took their own liv es 
du ring that y ear was 347, and this fig 
u re is su rely not ex hau stiv e, since 
many su icides mu st hav e been report­ 
ed u nder the heading of ‘accidental 
deaths.’ ’’

Canadian 
government 
has 
awarded a contract to a Cleveland, O., 
company for the construction of what 
wilt be the largest telescope in the 
world. The new telescope will prob­ 
ably be set up in Ottawa and about 
eighteen months will be required to 
manufacture it and place it in position. 
A rough idea of its size may be 
gained from noting that a full sized 
automobile could be readily driven 
through the tube. The company that 
will construct the telescope built the 
Lick telescope, finished in 1S87, the ob­ 
ject glass of which is thirty-six inches 
in diameter, and the Yerkes telescope, 
finished in 1803. which has a forty inch 
glass. 
These were the largest in the 
wo rld . 
“The great reflecting telescopes made 
by the English and by the French 
years ago.” says Ambrose Swasey. a 
distinguished scientist, “ served their 
purpose in the science of astronomy, 
but the development of astronomical 
photography introduced a new era. 


Reflectin g Telescopes. 
“ Progress, particularly iu astrophys- 
ical and photographic lines, has been 
greatly advanced by the use of reflect 
ing telescopes and especially by the 
work done with the sixty Inch reflector 
at the Mount Wilson solar observatory, 
near Pasadena, Cal. 
“ Notable results have been obtained 
by the use of reflecting telescopes in 
later years, and this has stimulated a 
great interest in this type of instru 
inent, such as is evidenced by the pres 
cut contract. 
“ Even greater impetus will now be 
given by the action of the Canadian 
government in acquiring this splendid 
seventy-two inch in stru men t which 
when finished will be the largest tele 
scope yet constructed. 
“ This great engine of science, weigh 
ing fully fifty tons, resting upon in is 
sive piers of concrete, will have a tube 
thirty feet long and seven feet in di­ 
ameter, which will weigh ten tons. 


Seve n ty- th re e Inch D isk. 
“ At the lower end of the tube will be 
located the principal speculum, com­ 
posed of a disk of glass seventy-three 
inches in diameter, ten inches in thick­ 
ness and weighing approximately two 
tons. 
“ When used as a Cnssegranian In­ 
strument a secondary convex reflector 
nineteen inches in diameter will be 
placed near the upper end of the tube 
for reflecting the rays back through a 
hole in the speculum to the great spec­ 
troscope attached to tlie lower end of 
the tube. 
“ As a Newtonian instrument a flat 
mirror w ill be provided for reflecting 
the cone of rays at right angles into 
the photographic apparatus at the up 
per edge of the tube. 
“ As a direct vision instrument both 
secondary mirrors will l>e removed, 
and appliances for visual, photographic 
and spectroscopic work will be attach­ 
ed at the prime focus. 
“ The tube and the declination and 
[K»tar 
axes, 
with their attachments, 
weigh thirty-five tons, and so nicely is 
each p a rt balanced and adjusted that 
the powerful driving clock revolves 
this immense weight with such accu 
racy and uniformity that the spider 
line in the eyepiece of the pointing 
telescope attached to the great tube 
can be kept exactly on tbe center of 
the star under observation.”

Furman L. Mulford today 
tree expert for the Department of 


Agriculture. 
Not that Dr Mulford 
would abbreviate the ceremonies at­ 
tendant upon Arbor Day planting, 
today or on future Arhor Days, but 
because they do not mean much un­ 


l e s s the trees planted receive proper 
and constant care. 
For what the 
Fourth of July is to the War and 
Navy Departments and wh.it Labor 
Day is to the Department of Labor, 
Arbor Day is to the Department of 
Agricult ure. 


While the Forestry Bureau 
has 
concerned itself primarily with trees 
from a standpoint of the timber sup­ 
ply, Dr. Mulford h a s been making a 
study of trees 
best adapted 
for 
street and cities generally. And no­ 
body is more interested than he in 
what 
Arbor Day signifies or how 
trees should he chosen and reared. 
“We need trees most where our 
population is the thickest, and some 
trees like some people, are not adap­ 
ted to such a life,” said Dr. Mulford. 
“ For street or school yard planting 
one of the first considerations i> a 
hardy 4ree, that can find 
nourish­ 
ment under brick pavements or gran­ 
itoid walks. 
It must be one that 
branches high from the ground and 
ought to he a native to the country 
and climate. America has the prett­ 
iest native trees and shrubs in the 


world and it is true patrioism to rec­ 
ognize them. 
“For southern states one of the 
jrrettiest and best of shade trees is 
the laurel oak, and there will 
he 
thousands of them planted today It is 
almost an evergreen and is a quick 
growing tree. The willow oak is an­ 
other. 
A little farther north tin 
Red oak is one of the most desirable, 
and in many places the swamp maple 
grows well, though this latter tree 
does not thrive 
well in 
crowded 
cities. 
Nothing, however, is prettier 
than 
the 
American elm when 
it 
reaches the majesty of its maturity 
and I do not believe it will ever cease 
to he a favorite. 
One thing against 
it, though, is the elm beetle, a pest 
which is spreading and which will 
kill some of our 
most 
beautiful 
trees unless spraying is consistently 
practiced. 
China berry trees, abun­ 
dant in the south, and box elders, 
native to a score of states, are quick 
growing but they reach maturity too 
soon and begin to go to pieces.” 
“What is I he reason that so many 
‘Arbor Day’ trees diet“ Dr. Mulford 
was asked. 
“Usually lack of pro­ 
tection, and often lack of eare in 
planting,” was the answer. 
“When 
the new tree begins to put out tender 
rootlets a child will break it off and

A frame around the tree 
would prevent 
this. 
Then, 
often 
wild trees are too big when trans 
planted. 
Such trees have usually 
only a few long roots and so much 
of those are lost in transplanting 
that the large trunk cannot he nour­ 
ished 
by 
the 
remainder. 
With 
nursery trees the larger they arc 
the better it is, for they have a lot of 
small roots that do not have to be 
cut off. 
“ Fruit trees are seldom a success 
as shade trees, either along a street 
or road and in a yard . 
In the first 
place their branches are too low an< 
unless carefuly pruned their shape 
is irregular. 
Then they are subject 
to so many pests that unless con­ 
stant care is given them they wil 
not bear a hatful of fruit a season. 
On the other hand nut trees are 
usually very hardy and add much 
to the landscape. 
Pecan, chestnut, 
walnut and shaggy bark hickory arc 
some of the more popular varieties.’ 
Strangely enough the first Arbor day 
was observed in Nebraska which ha 
fewer tree> than any other state. 
This wns in 1872, and Kansas was 
the second to observe the day, fall­ 
ing into line in 1875. 
Incidentally 
Kansas ranks next to Nebraska in 
dearth of trees. 
The 
Arbor 
I)a\ 
idea orginated with J. Sterling Mor­ 
ton, a Nebraskan who was appointed 
secretary of Agriculture by i ’leve- 
land.

WOULD INCREASE 10 PER CENT 


Only Requirements For Success Are 


Reasonable Degree of Pains­ 


taking Effort by Grower.

Washington, April 3.— This is the 


season of the year when the farmer 
should pay particular attention to 


seed potatoes, cautions the Depart­ 


ment of Agriculture, and the use of 


high grade seed would increase tiie 
returns from the potato crop of the 


country by many million of dollars. 


A conservative estimate of the in­ 


crease that might be expected from 


the use of high-grade seed is cer­ 


tainly not less than 10 
per 
cent. 


Such an increase based on the av­ 


erage production or the past 5 years 
would amount 
to 
over 
34,9 9 9 ,9 9 0 


bushels, 
having 
an 
approximate 
value of $21,000,009 . 
O f the fnanv 


causes which operate to produce a 


low average potato yield 
in 
this 


country, pure seed is an important 


one. 
The American potato grower 


p a y s too little attention to liis seed 


potatoes. 


The European growers, especially 


those of Great Britain and Germany, 


pay very strict 
attention 
to 
the 


quality and quantity of 
the 
seed 
they use. 
This hits led to the d if­ 


ferentiation of the potato industry 


into seed and crop specialists. 
The 


seed specialist makes a business of 


producing high-quality seed, 
while 
the crop specialist produces a high- 


grade table potato. 
No such differ­ 
entiation, at least to the same ex- 
_ * 
lent, occurs in thm country. 
While 


it is true that in certain sections 


there is a well-developed seed potato 


growing industry, hut comparatively 
few growers irv these 
sections 
are 


paying sufficient attention 
to 
the 


elemiuation of diseased and unpro­ 


ductive strains, or to keeping [fthe 


variety grown free 
from 
mixture 
with other varieties. 


B y fa r the 
simplest 
and 
mj«>.->1 


promising means of developing high- 


grade seed potatoes is that of 
the 


tuber-unit and hill-seleetion meth­ 


ods. 
The former c o n s i s t s in s e l e c ­ 


ting from the seed bin before [»lant- 


ing time a considerable number of 


the most perfectly shaped tubers of 
from 0 to 8 o u n ce s in weight. 
When 


planted these tubers are quartered, 


a s dropped, into 4 as nearly equal 
parts as possible. 
This i> done by 


splitting the bud-cye (duster in each 


direction from seed to stem end of 


the tuber. 
The 4 pieces of each tu­ 


ber are dropjied consecutively in the 


row at a distance o f from 10 to 12 


inches apart in the furrow. 
A ll tu­ 
bers showing discoloration 
of 
the 


flesh or other evidence of 
disease 


should be rejected. 


B y allowing an additional space 
between each set of fours, the four 


plants from each tuber are definitely 


isolated from adjoiningones, and the 
grower can 
readily 
observe 
any 


variation in vigor 
and 
uniformity

This 


method also enables him to 
detect 


any mixtures that may occur in the 


variety. 


A t digging time the 
product 
of 
each unit is separately harvested, 


and a further selection made from 


the 
marked units

those 


which most nearly approach the size, 
shape and smoothness desired. 
Tiie 


selected tubers should be numbered 
with both field and unit numbers and 


separately placed 
in 
small 
sacks. 


From each of the units retained, 19 


of the best tubers should he selected 


for the next season’s planting.

is desirable to maintain the study of

tuber-unit 


basis the following season because 


it permits a more accurate compari­ 


son o f the behavior of each. 


The hill-«electing method consists 
in 
marking

successful practice of the two meth­ 


ods of seed selections are a reason­ 


able degree of painstaking effort on 
the part of the grower, some 12-inch 
garden labels, a small pair of bal­ 


ances, a sufficient number of suit- 


abe small sacks and a safe place in 


which to store the selected 
tubers 


until required by the next season’s 


planting. 
In addition to 
this, the 
grower should have a breeding plat 
in which each 
season’s 
selections 


can be developed up to the point of 


lield-planting stock. 
The selection of 
breeding 
plat 


need not necessarily 
be 
divorced 


from the general field plat. 
In most 


cases it can be 
more 
conveniently 


handled if it is a part of the regular 


field. 
All that is required is to >et 


aside as many rows as may he re­ 


quired to plant the selected tubers. 


These should be preferably
